LONDON, Eng., Dec. 27.—President 
Wilson is in London and in actual 
conversation with the British and 


overseas representatives, looking to- 
ward the inter-allied conference to be 
held in Paris next month, at which 
the decision to be submitted to the 
peace conference will be reached, This 
marks the end of a series of ‘uformal | 
Allied discussions, 

There has been a succession of these 
important meetings. British, French 
and Italian representatives have met 
in London, while President Wilson 
has conferred in Paris with leaders of 
France and Italy. There has been a 
prolonged all-British conference in 
Downing street and now President 
Wilson & meeting in conference with 
the imperial war cabinet, representing 
ali British commonwealths, 

There is thus by now a genuine 
understandiig by all the Allies of 
possible differences of opinion which 
will require to be adjusted at the 
forlicoming conference to enable the 
Allies to go to the peace conference 
itself with a common program, 

There has been some public appre- 
hension, both here and tn France that 
differences might develop between the 
Allies, The problems which it was 
thought might prove difficult of solu- 
tion were those of the proposed league 
of nations and the suggested modifica- 
tion of naval power and scope of war 
at sea. With the arrival of President 
Wilson and the resulting discussions at 
Paris and London, a more hopeful and 
even optimistic feellng prevails that 
no difficulty will arise which it will 
not be possible to adjust. If serious 
disagreement were to occur, it would 
be in connection with the league of 
nations proposal, If there is agree- 
ment on this point, there will come 
into being an agency which can deai 
in due season with other intricate 
questions, such as the limitations of 
armaments, control of munitioning, 
abolition of conscription, etc.

There he 
was waited upon by the Grand Vizier, 
Izaat Pasha, as head of the Tur! ish 
government, and General von San- 
ders, the German commander-in-chief 
of the Turkish armies. Subsequent to 
arriving at a final settlement, General 
Corry took possession of the cruiser 
Goeben.

War Cabinet—Probably More Done in Britain to 
Work Out League of Nations Scheme

German Interpretation Unwarranted 
There has been a persistent effort 
to create the impression in Allied 
countries and among neutrals that the 
governing powers in Great Britain, 
France and Italy have been giving a 
measure of only lip-loyalty to the 
Plans for a league of nations and that 
their real fee:ing is for virtual per- 
petuation under a new form of tra- 
ditional system of balance of power, 
which would involve the continuance 
of large armies, secret diplomacy and 
all war-breeding features of the old 
regime. This interpretation of the 
Policy of the European Allies is in its 
origin German, though it has secured 
a measure of support from political 
developments in those countries where 
the governments have been charged 
with militaristic aims by the opposi- 
tion in press and parliament. This 
view has been systematically spread 
by German agencies, which have also 
represented President Wilson as the 
protagonist of a more advanced 
program in the hope of bringing about 
disunion among the Allfes, 
Britain Supports League of Nations 
There is no real basis for these re- 
ports. There is hearty support of the 
proposition for a league of nations by 
the British government and by the 
great majority of people. The prob- 
ability is that more actual work has 
been done here toward working out a 
scheme for such a league than in any 
ovher Alljed capital. An able com- 
mittee, under the authority of the 
foreign office, has been engaged since 
last summer in studying the problem, 
surveying its history, collating and 
examining all available plans and sug- 
gestions for the purpose of advising 
the British authorities when the time 
came to deal with the question. The 
results of the work of this committee 
have now been placed at the disposal 
of the political committee, under the 
chairmanship of Lord Robert Cecil, 
which is to formulate the British pro- 
posals with respect to the league for 
consideration at the conference,

LONDON, Dec, 27.—(Reuter’s.)— 
In a letter written to Lord Robert Ce- 
cil, who will be the British represent- 
ative in charge of all questions affect- 
ing the proposed leacue of nations at 
the peace conference, J. H. Thomas, 
secretary of the National Union of 
Railwaymen, declared that no section 
of the people in this country would 
give more hearty co-operation and 
support in his efforts to .establish a 
league of nations than the labor move- 
ment. 

In reply Lord Robert pointed out 
that such a league would be more than 
an agency for preventing war. It 
would have to consider, he said, the 
problem of reduction of armaments, 
it must protect smaller states and it 
must safeguard the races that are yet 
unable to protect themselves. 


FRENCH TROOPS

RUSS POLICY 
OF THE ALLIES 
[S PROTESTED 


Paris Paper Condemns Deci- 
sion Against Further Mili- 
tary Intervention 


HUNS MANOEUVRING 


Is Permitted as if Germans 
Rather Than Allies Had 
Won the War 


PARIS, Dee. 7.—The announce- 
ment by Foreign Minister Pichon that 
the Entente policy was not to under- 
take immediate military Intervention 
in Russia has called forth protests 
from the Parisian newspapers. 

The Temps says that the Allies in 
permitting the Bolsheviki, with © Ger- 
man assistance, to ravage and destroy 
those opposing Bolshevism are sacri- 
ficing the peoples who might afford a 
basis for the reconstruction of Rus- 
sia, 

A representative in Paris of the Es- 
thonian government is quoted as say- 
ing: 

“Although the Germans declared on 
November 14th that they would sur- 
render the power in Esthonia to the 
Esthonian government, the German 
trains carriyng foodstuffs pass through 
Valk under the protection of machine 
guns. The Germans have not return- 
ed one-tenth of the rifles taken from 
the Esthonians and not one cannon. 

“As a result the little Russian army 
formed at Pskov to fight the Bolshe- 
viki has dissolved and the Bolsheviki, 
in agreement with the Germans, have 
occupied and pillaged Narva and 
Dorpat. According to the latest Bol- 
shevist statement they are within 65 
miles of Reval, which the Esthonians 
plan to defend. Why has not. the

an inter-allied program in the Bal- 
tie?” 

The Temps also reviews the estab- 
lishment of a Bolsheviki government 
at Riga and points out the progress 
that the Bolshevik! are making in Po- 
land and the Ukraine. It says the Al- 
lies are permitting this as if the Ger- 
mans rather than the Entente were 
the conquerors in this war and were 
entitled to direct political develop- 
ments in Eastern Europe. 

Tells of Anarchy Horrors 

WARSAW, Dec, 24.—Forces com- 
manded by Petlura, the Ukrainian 
leader, drove General Skoropodski 
from Kiev on Sunday, December 15, 
Petlura himself entered the city on 
Thursday last. Prince Radziwill, a 
wealthy Polish land owner, escaped 
and has reached here, with other 
refugees which include 400 Russian 
officers driven out of the district of 
Dubno by Peasants, “Prince Radziwilt 
said to the Associated Press upon his 
arrival here; 

“Kiev ig calm again. The shops are 
open and it is still occupied by 10,000 
German troops under General Kirback. 
The horrors of anarchy in that coun- 
try, especially in the Volthynia district, 
cannot be realized. I have seen how 
landlords and their managers have 
been cruelly assaulted and beaten by 
peasants and turned out naked in the 
bitter cold. 

“They have begun ‘to ill-treat wo- 
men which is something new to Bol- 
shevism. For instance, if they cannot 
find the husband or father they wish 
to arrest, they take the wife, mother 
or daughter. 

Conditions Chaotic 
escaped, dressed as a railroad 
At every station it wag a 
fight to get by. The peasants are 
robbing and disarming German sol- 
diers everywhere, being infuriated be- 
cause of German thefts of grain and 
food. It is estimated that possibly 
100000 Germans are still left in the 
Ukraine, but thove in Kiev are armed 
I believe they will eventually make 
their escape. Throughout all of Uk- 
raine, which is inhabited by 30,000,000 
persons conditions must be regarded 
as being absolutely chaotic.” 

It ig said that the defeat of Genera! 
Skoropodski may be attributed to the 
fact that two months ago, under Allied 
advice, he proclaimed the Ukraine a 
part of Russia, whereas the peasants 
Want that country to be independent. 
It is declared that he thus played into 
the hands of Petlura, who promised 
land to the peasants and has issued 
land grants to every man who has 
served as a soldier under him, 

A message from Danzig says the 
Germans are dismantling the port and 
carrying off all of the dock machinery, 
fearing the arrival of Allied forces. 
It is also rumored that the peace con- 
ference may give that port to Poland. 

Odessa is reported to be again in 
Bolshevist hands, after the defeat of 
Polish troops near that city. 

Spoke for Himself 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Officials 
of the American government here ex- 
pressed the belief today that Steuhen 
Pichon, French foreign minister, was 
voicing his own opinion and not the 
policy of the French government 
when he said there would be no im- 
mediate intervention in Russia by the 
Allied governments, 

The Russian situation has been the 
subject of earnest discussion by the 
representatives at Paris of the associ- 
ated nations, but so far as is known 
here none of the governments have 
put forward any definite plan. The 
understanding is that the subject will 
be left to the peace conference. It 
was stated today that Allied powers 
have no desire to interfere with the 
internal affairs of Russia and that if 
any aggressive action ig determined 
upon the object will be solely to curb 
a menace to the peace of the world,

The doctor states that the conven- 
tlon was attended by over a thousand 
health officers from all parts of Can- 
ada and the United States and that 
while general health topics were dis- 
cussed the convention was almost 
wholly given up to the discussion of 
Ways and means of preventing and 
treating the disease which is now 
sweeping over the entire continent. 

It was evident, says the doctor, 
from the general discussions and from 
the reports received from the various 


districts, that so far as the prevene 
tion of the disease is concerned the 
general experience is that no means 


used to prevent up to the present time 
has had any appreciable effect in 
lessening the Incidence of cases, Somo 
progress, however, haw been made by 
in preventing complications 
and the different serums used give 
hope of nearing an established method 


| of treatment. 


Statistics compiled at the conven- 
tion showed that the disease is no 
respecter of persons, as the rich aw

down at a moment's notice and the 
strong rather than the weak seem to 
be taken and people between the ages 
of 20 to 40 are the most éubject to 
it.

IT MAY MEAN TO THE SINGER 


At the present juncture when la 
gtippe is on the war-path, a few 
words as to the process of infection, 
treatment, and genera! advice, 
not be out of place to the one whose 
living depends upon the voice, for ,to 
the specialist a cold is a serious thing, 
—he looks upon it as an illness, and 
treats it accordingly. 


Tho symptoms of a severe cold are | 


fever, headache, pains in the bones 
and joints; the skin t# hot and dry, 
while the pulse is greatly accelerated. 
The victim sneezes often, perhaps 
coughs, and has an increased nasal 
discharge, and a “stuffy” feeling is 
experienced, 

“What is the cause of this?” is often 
asked. Well, a cold is a contagious 
disease, very often contracted by com- 
ing in contact with some person who 
has one, and most of us must plead 
guilty of spreading the infection. For 
instance, a person may enter a warm 
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may | 


room from the 
fresh air; someone therein with a cold 
coughs or sneezes, and instead of do- 
ing so in a handkerchief, sprays the 
surrounding atmosphere with the dis. 
charge. 

Particles of this spray enter the air 
passages of many persons in the same 
room, in spite of what nature has done 
in equipping the nostrils with hairs or ' 
secretion to prevent the intrusion of 
impurities, so ff one {s tired or run 
down maybe, the invading germs, 
which cause the cold, have the best 
chance of doing their fell work, a bad 
attack of la grippe is the result. 

It is well to know that so long as 
the germs are confined to ‘the nostrils 
a few days will see one through; but 
unfortunately sometimes these germs 
gain a foothold in the deeper struc- 
tures of the air passages; then the 
way is made clear for chronic eatarrh | 
or worse, 

A bad throat trouble may result 
from taking such a cold. Indeed more 
singers than ever, it is said, are suf- 
fering from vocal bronchitis, laryngi- 
tis, or what not, with its constant 
effort to clear the throat from some 
secretion—always a symptom in these 
complaints. Moreover, any singer 
suffering from them always labors 
under a vocal uncertainty. Today the 
voice is good, tomorrow it is bad; this 
unfortunate condition is the result of 
an infection in the first place.

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| Railway Extension Needed 
We ---- —— — 


The pressure of war necessity 
has gone. The pressure of peace 
necessity has come. There is need 
of room and opportunity for the 
investment of capital and the em- 
ployment of labor. Two months 
ago to use what could be done 
without was a crime against civil- 
ization. Today the problem is how 
to most profitably and most large- 
ly use the products of industry. 
In the prairie West opportunity 
consists in making productive the 
vast areas of fertility that are as 
yet unproductive. It is proposed 
to purchase at large cost unim- 
proved lands having railway fa- 
cilities and now held by specula- 
tors and sell them to men who 
will occupy and make them pro- 
ductive. That is very good— 
when nothing else better can be 
done. But where good land is 
still open for free settlement there 
is no reason why the burden of a 
high price for speculative land 
should be laid upon the new 
settler, whether soldier or civilian. 

Of course there cannot be suc- 
cessful settlement without railway 
facilities. But where there is good 
vacant land it is cheaper and bet- 
ter to provide the railway that 
will develop it than to purchase 
the land required by settlers at 
the prices which existing railway 
facilities gave to it when held for 
speculation. 

Lying northeasterly and north- 
westerly from Edmonton are two 

reat tracts of good land, sparse- 
f settled as yet or altogether va- 
cant, which offer every advantage 
to new settlers. These tracts were 
in process of development, both by 
railway construction and home- 
stead settlement, when the _ col- 
lapse of the boom occurred in 1913. 
Funds’ for railway building ceas- 
ed to be available and construc- 
tion ceased. Naturally the flow 
of settlement slackened at the 
same time. The condition of stag- 
nation which resulted was accen- 
tuated by the four years of war. 
The settlers who went into these 
parts of the country in expectation 
of railway construction have suf- 
fered disappointment after disap- 
pointment as year of stagnation 
succeeded year of stagnation. 
Many became discouraged and 
left the country. Others hung on 
without making progress. There 
has been sufficient settlement to 
demonstrate the possibilities of 
these districts. But without rail- 
way facilities there cannot be 
success in farming. 

Northeast of Edmonton there 
are hundreds of settlers 50 to 100 
miles from the nearest railway 
with the valley and stream of the 
Saskatchewan river to cross on 
the way. Naturally there is still 
plenty of vacant land in a region 
so situated. If the railway whose 
projection was the cause of these 
settlers entering the locality were 
completed, room and opportunity 
would be made for thousands of 
new settlers and the old settlers 
would be able to enlarge their op- 
erations, 
try at large would be enormously 
increased and opportunity for the 
reward of industry outside of ag- 
riculture be thereby created. 

The development of this region 
was included in the plans of the 
Canadian Northern Railway Com- 
pany. The Alberta Government 
gave a guarantee of bonds for the 
construction of 100 miles of line 
from Edmonton eastward, north 
of the Saskatchewan river. The 
intention of the company was to 
build from Edmonton easterly to 
the boundary of the province, 
there to meet a line built north- 
westerly from Battleford, and so 
give a continuous line between Ed- 
monton and Battleford north of 
the river. On the strength of this 
project settlers crossed the Sas- 

tchewan, and there is a contin- 
uous strip of settlement north of

Contref of the Canadian North- 
ern Railway system has now been 
assumed by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. Upon that Government 
rests the double responsibility of 
developing the vacant lands of the 
West and meeting the conditions 
ari&ing out of the close of the war. 
They also have the responsibility 
of carrying through the Canadian 
Northern Railway enterprise. By 
completing a railway between Ed- 
monton and Battleford north of 
the Saskatchewan the problems of 
productive development of vacant 
land and settlement of returned 
soldiers would both in large meas- 
ure be solved, 


From time to time work has 
been done on what is generally 
known as the St. Paul de Metis 


line, northeasterly from Edmon- 
ton, and at present a gang of men 
is employed in preparing for track 
laying to the end of the present 
grade 100 miles northeast of the | 
city. The braneh leaves the main 
line at Oliver siding, ten miles 
northeast of Edmonton, and steel 
is laid on it for forty-four miles 
to Radway Centre at the crossing 
of Sucker Creek.

Rails are expected to come from 
the ©, N. R. Calgary-Saskatoon 
which is being relaid with eighty- 
pound steel for some distance east 
of Drumheller. Just when the 
rails will be laid between Radway 
Centre and Vielette is not known, 
but there are fair prospects that it 
will be some time during the win- 
ter or in the early spring. 

When this piece of track is laid 
it will be good as far as it goes; 
but it does not go very far towards 
meeting the requirements of the 
country north of the Saskatche- 
wan river and extending from 
range 13 to a point on the provin- 
cial boundary, a distance of be- 
tween eighty and ninety miles in 
a southeasterly direction.

The fact that settlers | 
have gone so far away from rail- | 
road facilities to take up land in 
this region is evidence of its de- 
sirability. The construction of a} 
railway to open up free land for 
settlement, besides making possi- | 
ble the development of land al- 
ready settled on, is a cheaper and | 
better way of meeting the needs 
of soldier settlement than the pur- 
chase of lands already in the hands | 
of speculators, whose price would | 
be a heavy burden upon the pur- | 
chasers as long as they lived.
